Patent claims containing the words/phrases "semi-automatically M as well as "substantially automatically" is not persuasive. Quantity of 
patents is not considered to be precedential and particularly if these phrases were well defined in the disclosure. In addition and in line 
with the Applicant's admission, these searches for merchandise/items results from "minimum manual input from a user", which are based 
on a business decision criteria and also are most pertinent to the business site owner. Moreover, the Applicant in their previous arguments 
states that these phrases (semi/substantially automatically) can be understood to mean the "process or feature of the invention will occur 
without or with minimal manual input". In that regard, is use of the language in the claim of "semi/substantjally automatically" to be defined 
- with minimum manual input or without manual input? Moreover and in the present request, the Applicant has not put forward any 
arguments to clarify the confusion regarding "substantially automatically" - other than "substantially automatically" means generally, that it 
is overwhelmingly more likely that a process or feature of the invention will occur without or with minimal input from the user, which just 
adds to the confusion and specualtion regarding the meaning of the phrase. Moreover, the Applicant has not pointed to a portion of the 
specification, which specifically defines the phrase "substantially auomatically" . Thereby one of ordinary skill can only speculate what the 
phrase "substantial! automatically" means and it is not possible to establish the metes and bounds of these claims with the use of these 
phrases - as defined by the Applicant in their arguments. 
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
